Petawawa:—Geograplhical  fea- 
tures named after Indian chiefs 
are Mimerous in ‘(Canada and it is 
cxactly 100 years since the first 
appearance on a map of the name 
Petawawa, According to the records 
of the Geograplieal Board of Can- 
ada, Petawawa River occurs on a 
map made ‘by Colonel John By 
who built the Rideau Canal and 
whom Brtown now Ottawa was 
named after. Hence Bytown Bits. 
The name is of course as every 
soldier knows applied to the train- 
ing camp up the Ottawa River. 
The Indina Chief Petawawa is 
said to have hunted that region 
and the meaning of the name is

entrusted to him and was no doubt 
responsible for his forces not do- 
ing the work they were expected 
to do. . 

“MM Galissoniere and Bigot to 
the minister. 


Dated 26 Sept. 1748 

The fort of St. Therese Rapid 
lias benn venirely abandoned, a 
part of the material » has’ benn 
transported to St. Jean and has 
aided in construction of another 
fort in this neighbourhood which 
is found above all the rapids. 

The Fort St. Jean is situated 
above the rapids and the bdarque 
which navigates on Lake Cham 
plain moors by the fort and win- 
ters at the gates of the fort. We 
will regard this establishment as 
one of the most useful which has 
denn made in the colony. However 
MM Galissonniere and Hoequart 
would not be determined to make 
it without waiting for our orders 
if they had expected a peace so 
soon. M. Bigot renders you with 
un account which should have benn 
made this year as regards this 
fort and the road!

St. Jean above Chambly, a fort 
ta house a garrison, and being ne- 
cessary to reserve for the King a 
convenient neighborhood, as much 
for the security of the fort and to 
be able in the fuure to form a 
village to the neighborhood, as for 
to make the fields and to sow the 
grain for the wants of the garri- 
son, we have reserved and we 
will reserve in the name of His 
Majesty an extent of land twenty 
arpents frontage en each side 
of the said fort along the side 
of the said river St. Jean, thir- 
ty on which he can make what 
establishments he may think 
proper, without being held to pay 
pny endemnity for the use of such 
land. We request Sieur LaMorren- 
diere under engineer to report to 
St. Jean for to mark out the said 
;place and plant four posts at the 
four extremities of which he will 
give verbal orders and which will 
be sent to us afterwards and a 
copy made here, so that the pre- 
sent ordonnance is returned to the 
officer commanding the said fert. 

Made at Montreal this Ist day 
of April 1749.”’ 


A letter in English dated 1770 
will also ‘be of interest. An Arpent 
is 55 yards. 


“Tn obedience to a warrant from 
the Honourable Theophilus Gra- 
wahe, Esquire, President of His 
Majesty’s council and commander 
in Chief of the Province of Que- 
bee to me directed, bearing date 
the lst Sept. 1770. 

I have surveyed and laid out 
Hix Majesty’s land on which the 
Fort of St. Jean is built, and the 
ground depending thereon called 
the Banlieue (subburb) or prec- 
-cincts of the said fort, ag appears 
by the Marquis Duquesnes’ per- 
mision to the Baron of Longueuil 
bearing date 26 leb. 1759. 

Beginning at the South angle 
of the said fort fronting on the 
river St. Jean and runs due 
North 65 perches French mea- 
sure, equal to 6 arpents to a stone 
boundary and from thence due 
weat 80 perches, equal to 8 ar- 
pents, to a cedar post, and from 
thence due north one hundred and 
forty perches, equal to 14 arpents, 
to a cedar post and from thence 
due east 80 perches, equal to 8 
arpents to a stone boundary and 


from, thence due south GO perches 
equal § arpents to the north angle 
of the fort, thente along the frout 
of the said fort 20 perches, equal 
to two arpents, to the first station 
making one hundred and _ tweive 
superficial arpents French mea- 
sure including the ground on 
which the fort was built. Survey- 
ed the 16th day of October 1770.

At Kemmel we had our first en- 
counter with the 2nd Canadian Di- 
vision in the ferm ef adattalion of 
the Canadian Mounted Rifles. 
With the usnal keen foresight on 
the part of our Brigade Staff, we 
had been allotted an area already 
occupied by these gallant stalwarts 
and quarters necessarily 
somewhat cramped. Th2 junior of- 
ficers of the Regiment had been 
directed to a somewhat exposed 
house where they could rest their 
weary fect and discuss the aptitu- 
de of the ‘“Higher (Command”’ for 
obiaining the very best in billets. 
An advance detachment consisting 
of Wilkes, Jarvis, Fisher, Muir- 
bead and several others, including 
the writer, entered the dwelling 
and found ensconeed therein, a 
fat Brigadier of the C.M.R. and 
his staff satellites. In a few well 
chosen words we made our simple 
wants known and awaited an invi- 
tation to partake of the ample re- 
past which was spread on the 
table. So much for our insight. Our 
embryo host, the Brigadier, whose 
face was almost the colour of his 
staff badges, glared at us and told 
us none teo politely to ‘‘Get the 
H-ll out of licre.’’ Our indignant 
responses that we were in our alot- 
ted area, made no im'pression and 
Falstaff simply pondered over a 
huge map and pointed with his 
stubby thumb, at a mark in eravon. 
Wilkes, always the debonnair ‘and 
courteous, solemly strode forward 
and with ‘‘Supposing we examine 
the map right side up’ added fuel 
to the flames. In the meantime hav- 
ing espied a staircase to upper re- 
gions, the rest of us consigned the 
Brigadier and his help to the low- 
er ones, and climbed unmolested 
towards the attie, followed by im- 
precations from Falstaff. 

Jarvis spent tho night sleeping 
in the garden among the flowers 
and bugs, but the rest of us made 
ourselves fairly comfortable and 
in the morning awoke, removed tha 
coverings from the windows be- 


were 


fore leaving and were delighted 
to learn that the place was heavily 
shelled as a result, the following 
night We never had the pleasure 
of meeting this gallant soldier 
again as he was shortly removed 
from his command and sent back 
to ‘Canada in spite of his plaintive 
plea to General <Alderson,’’ See 
here General, I ain’t going ta be 
shelved.” 

Aldershot Huts was our happy 
liome behind Neuve Eelise, and ex- 
cept for plenty of mud, it was not 
too bad. When we took over our 
sector, things were — exceedingly 
quict and the Heinie’s even had 
‘become used to showing themselves 
boldly from time to time. Their pa- 
rapets were ‘built with colored sand 
bags and detection of in:lividuals 
with shirts to correspend was al- 
inost impossible. The motto seenied 
to ‘be ‘Live and let live’ and in this 
spirit we set about strengthening 
our trenches and digging cemmiu- 
nication and support trenches 
practically unmolested. To our im- 
mediate front, the ground sloped 
gently to a dried up stream ana 
then up again to the first Hun 
trenches. From here, the ground 
rose rapidly to part of the Messi- 
nes Ridige, with the village of Mes- 
sines, partly visible over thy erest. 
A ruined farm house lay on our 
mnmediate left front and numerous 
trees grew in ‘‘No man’s Land.’’ 
Taken in all, it was a delightful 
Jocality and showed few of the 
Lattle torn sears we had become 
accustomed to. 

In due course ‘Bi’ Squadron 
moved into the line and after the 
usual routine of ‘‘taking over’’ the 
Stores and trench equipment, 60 
dclightfully and realistically port- 
rayed in that great war drama 
“Journey's End’’ settled down to 
a quiet term. The parapets were 
badly in need of repair and with 
the eo-operation of the Engineers, 
corrugated iron was procured for 
aug-outs and sand bags by the 
hundreds were soon in evidence. It 
did not take the Huns long to real- 
ize that the situation had changed 
and feverish activity was goon evi- 
dent among them. We could hear 
them working away at night and 
one by one trees disappeared and 
logs became part of their treneh 
line. A road from Neuve Eglise to 
Messines, ran through the trench 
lines and was, of aourse, barricated 
at both systems. A deep ditch ran 
down both sides of it and patrols 
were frequently sent out to sec 


what. the enemy was doing. Some 
time later on, a gun from the RAT. 
A. brought up at night and the 
llun barricade was demolished at 
point blank range, » procecding 
that was as well conceived as it 
was carried out by the intrepid 
gunners. 

One day, General Seeley, onr 
Brigadier, decided to employ some 
heavy howitzers tp demolish the 
ruined farm which lay just outside 
the German first treuch line. T am 
under the impression that they 
were under the command of a 
‘Tord Perey’’ a friend ofthe Bri- 
gadier’s, and great hopes were en- 
tertained that this hornets uest 
would be completely obliterated. 
When the time arrived, a muffled 
roar annoiunced the arrival of the 
first shot, but much to our amaze- 
ment, the burst took place about 
200 yards from the objective. In 
all, I believe, fifteen or twenty 
rounds were fired by the gallant 
battery but to my recollection 
none found the mark and our res- 
pect for the ‘‘ Howie’s’’ vanished. 
All we got out of it was a bitter 
retaliation from the Hun artillery 
whose marksmauship, unfortanate- 
Iv, was fur more adeurate, 

The support line treops occupied 
a vavant farm 300 yards from the 
support line and immediately in 
line with the. Reserve Line. of 
trenches which extended from, Hill 
60, to the farm. While oceupying 
this farm, Major Bell, Jarvis and 
myself, had a Narrow eseape from 
disaster. An unusually heavy shel- 
ling of the rear area by the Han’ 
batteries just as we were haying: 
lunch ‘in the dilapidated kitehen. 
caused us to wander forth to°in- 
vestigate. During our abeence’ a 
shell burst on the roof and on our 
return we found our table covered 
with plaster and a large flask 
which IJ carried for medicinal pur- 
Poses, Which had been lying on the 
table with the cup half drawn, rid 
aled with pieces of shrapnel. For- 
timnately, the cup only was riddled 
ani the flask itself, (with -on- 
tents,) was uninjured. 

While occupying this sector of 
the line, the C.M.R. Brigade was 
sent in for some instruction and the 
2nd Canadian Division took over 
part of the line on our immediage 
left. While entertaining the C.M,’ 
R. Battalion, the usual’ prenks 
were played, one of the favorite 
ones being to conduct a ‘party up 
te comnmunication. trench and im-; 


pressing them with the importazes: 





ef repeating all communications 
received from the frent, to those 
in wear. The fun would start, and 
a series of informative messages 
would be passed down such as: 
“Working Party on our Left,’’ 
‘Wire overhead,” Dug-ont on 
our right,’’ ‘‘Flare on our Front,’’ 
ete., ete. Usually the inmocent vic- 
tims would pass every message 
fback as it was received and wond- 
er what it was all about. 


Bailleuil, our nearest heaven to 
civilization, was much sought after 
by those in search of adventure 
and it provided all that the weary 
could desire or purchase with the 
seanty dole dished out semi-month. 
ly by the ‘Pay-Master Mess Carts 
Were much in evidence on its conbl- 
éd streets and good wine and food 
Was neither difficult to purchase 
nor hard to obtain. Baths were an- 
other luxury much sought after and 
bathing parties were a weekly oe- 
curence to the places designated, 
where de-lousing took place and 
clean underwear was provided, Of- 
ficers were forced to find their 
own bathing centres, which were 
in compequence widely scattercd, 
though whether clean underwear 
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was provided or not, it Wws no un- 
connor sight to view a manly ti- 
gure shadowed on the window 
stiades, if any, vlad in his under 
garments, and somewhat Jess fre- 
gquentiy, I actually saw Officers 
leaving hastily, clad only in BV. 
D’s. though I mist admit that 
they had the decency to leave by 
ether aneans than the front en- 
trance.
